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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



Claims 1, 3-9, 11, 13-19, 21, 24-30 are allowed. 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences reversed the final rejection, determining 
that the prior art of record lacked "analysis of communications to determine and identify blocks 
of data which may have appeared in previous communications and replacement of such 
identified blocks with pointers." 

U.S. Patent 6,728,757 to Friend, describing smart HTML e-mail, corresponds to 
09/090,990, filed by the same inventor as this application. U.S. Patent 6,816,884 to Summers 
digests e-mail messages to provide summaries. U.S. Patent 6,779,021 to Bates et al analyzes 
received e-mails to determine patterns of similarity. U.S. Patent 6,591,291 to Gabber et al 
provides an address substitutor for e-mail messages. U.S. Patent 6,438,585 to Mosseau et al 
redirects attachments between a host and a communicator. U.S. Patent 6,256,666 to Singhal 
remotely manages e-mail attachments. U.S. Patent 5,913,032 to Schwartz et al distributes a 
shared data object through e-mail. U.S. Patent 5,903,723 to Beck et al transmits e-mail 
attachments with references. U.S. Patent 5,771,355 to Kuzma transmits e-mail with attachment 
references. U.S. Patent 4,994,985 to Cree et al appends a reply to e-mail.
